CONTRIBUTION AND ASSIGNMENT AGREEMENT 

THIS CONTRIBUTION AND ASSIGNMENT AGREEMENT is made and entered into 
on June 2001 and effective as of July 1, 2001 by and between i2 Technologies, Inc., a 
Delaware"^rporation (" Assignor ") and i2 Technologies US, Inc., a Nevada corporauon 
(" Assignee "). 

RECITALS 

1 Assignor desires to contribute all of its right, title and interest in and to certain of 
its assets to Assignee in exchange for 1,000 shares of common stock, par value $0.01 per share 
(the " Shares "), of Assignee, and Assignee desires to accept such contribution of such assets on 
the terms and conditions set forth in this Agreement. 

2. Assignor desires to assign to Assignee, and Assignee is willing to assume, certain 
of its liabilities, obUgations, contracts and commitments, on the terms and conditions set forth m 
this Agreement. 

AGREEMENT 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual covenants set forth in this 
Agreement and other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which are 
hereby acknowledged. Assignor and Assignee hereby agree as follows: 

ARTICLE I 
DEHNITIONS 

1.1 Definitions . Unless the context clearly requires othenvise, the following 
capitalized terms will have the following meanings when used in this Agreement: 

"Agreement" means this Contribution and Assignment Agreement, as it may be 
modified, supplemented or amended from time to time. 

" Assets" means all of the Assignor's assets, properties, Contracts, Equipment, 
Intellectual Property, Third-Party IhteUectual Property and contractual rights including, but not 
limited to, those items as may be listed on Exhibit A from time to time; provided, however, that 
the term "Assets" will not include (a) any securities owned by Assignor with respect to its 
partially or wholly owned subsidiaries, (b) any employment contracts relatmg to the exwutive 
officers of Assignor (other than payment obligations, which shaU become the obhgation of 
Assignee), (c) any employee benefit plans of Assignor, (d) any indentures, debt instniments and 
rights relating to any debt or equity securities issued by Assignor, and (e) any other assets 
identified by Assignor as not being assigned.

thereof or substitution therefor relating to the Assignor's business and Technology. 
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' ^A^hniral Tnformarion" means any material in human or machine readable fomi 
which embodies or describes the Technology. 

'Technology'' means any and all compositions, articles of manufacture, processes, 
apparatus; data, writings and works of authorship (including, without limitation, software 
protocols program codes, audio-visual effects created by program code and document^m 
relating thereto); drawings and other tangible items (including, without hmitation. matenals, 
samples, components, tools, and operating devices, prototypes and engineenng models) related 
to the Assignor's business.
